In response to the Denial of Applicant's Petition for 
Retroactive License mailed July 19, 1993, Applicant presents the 
Supplemental Declaration of Donald R. Comuzzi to supplement the 
explanation regarding the error which resulted in the proscribed 
foreign filing as required by 37 CFR §5. 25(a) (3) (iii) . That 
Declaration sets out the circumstances which resulted in the 
proscribed foreign filing. Specifically, Applicant's attorney 
mistakenly believed the proper procedure governing the 
contemporaneous filing of U.S. and foreign applications required 
only that a timely petition for retroactive foreign filing license 
be submitted to cover the proscribed foreign filings. Applicant's 
attorney through mistake of procedure was unaware that a foreign 
filing license could be obtained even though there was no 
corresponding U.S. Application on file at the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that 
the failure to obtain the appropriate foreign filing license was 
not willful or intentional, but, rather, occurred only through an 
error concerning the proper PTO procedure which was committed 
without any deceptive intent. Furthermore, Applicant respectfully 
submits that the Supplemental Declaration of Donald R. Comuzzi 
satisfies the required showing of error without deceptive intent 
under 35 USC §184 in accordance with 37 CFR §5.25. Applicant, 



therefore, respectfully requests reconsideration of Applicant 's a 
original petition and earnestly solicits the granting of a 
retroactive foreign filing license under 35 USC §184.
